The church then presumes the circumstances jus- 
tfiable, and decrees a divorce ; but eyen then it amounts 
only to a separation, as it forbids either party from mar- 
rying again. This refers fo natives or foreigners, who arg 
Catholics, foreigners not Catholics, or naturalised cannot 
obtain a divorce under any circumstances, the law docs 
not reach them.“ But they may be separated for the good 
of society, preservation of public peace, &c 3 but no ac- 
tual divorce can at all take place. It might be necessary 
to grant a separate maintainance,” (maintenance I sup-~ 
pose he means, as there is no such word iu our languoge 
as “ maintainance,’”’) “ uitderstrong circumstances, Jeav~ 
ing the parties to sne for a perfect divorce, after the terr}- 
tory ıs regularly ceded to the United States, and after the 
legislature has made some special enactment npon the sub. 
ject; until then nathing of the kind gan occur. 

I'would havo been far from encumbermg your columns, 
with this long and confused quotation, had it not purpor- 
ted to have been “Tegal adyice,” aud “ true informa- 
hon;” but least your readers might be misled by such 
“ advice” and “ information,” I will here attempt to pre- 
sont What I take to be a mote correct and rational view 
of the subject. From this “ legal advice,” we learn that, 
in this country, a divorce a vinculo matrimony; cannot, 
under auy ciroumstances, be granted. but that a divorce a 
mensa et thoro alone can be granted even to Catholics.— 
Tt 1a true. that marriage under the Roman Church 38 con- 
sidered a saoroment of ihe Church, and subject te the ec- 
clesiastical jurisdiction. Although marriage, m all Catho- 
lic countries, is held to be a sacrament, yet the ceremony 
of union ne “holy” wedlock may pase between’ parties, 
who could not be lawfully jomed in. matrimony, in which 
case the marriage will be declared void from the begin- 
ming Accordugly, decrees a vinculo are made by the 
ecclesiastical authorities, in all cases for prior contract, 
impotency, certain degrecs of affinity, or consangwinity, 
and many other causes oxisting at the time of the mar- 
riage, but not for any subsequent causes Because, how- 
ever, of any causes arising subsequently to the marriage, 
the authorities can óniy decree n divorce a mensa ot 
thoro, which does not allow either of the parties to mars 
ry ayain. In order to obtain a divorce a vinculo matri» 
monii, ‘for causes arising after marnage, resort must be 
had to the ommpotence of the legilatiye department of 
govern ment. 

‘Thus farthen for Catholics in Catholic countries; but now 
for American citizens In thie country. From the above quo~ 
ted ‘legal advice” it appears that they “cannot obian a 
divorce under any circumstances” Fer pay life, I can- 
not see from what source, this Tegal adywer gets his law. 
Because Catholics, in Catholic countries, holding’ mar- 
riage to be a religious rite, cannot be divorced,generally, by 
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any other than tle ecclesiastical puwer, does ıt follow 
Š that American citizens, under the Ameryan flag, and 
funder the American constitution, ma country held by 
E American arms, shall also be subjected to the ecclesias- 
Æ tical jurisdiction, contrary to their former customs, in di- 
$ rect opposition to there most sacred laws, and in violation 
of their more sacred religion? This 1s truly reasoning im a 
circle ; and itis absurd The “legal adviser’ does not 
fappear to haye reflected for a moment, that we have, 
$ necessarily, brought some of our legaland political rights 
Fwith us, from the land of our nativity. Does not the 
f Governor direct, in, the intermarnage of our citizens 


f marrage ceremony shall be performed n accordance 
b with the Catholic religion? And allow me to ask wheth- 
lor this does not imply, and more than imply, that in case 
athe parties ara both Americaus, they may be married in 
meccordance with their own religion and ther own law?

pe any doubt but that itisim pertect accordance with 

@international Jay to allow them this privilege 
mB Womay, pethaps, with some correctness, admit that 
ithe laws of Mexico, aro generally, to be enforced durmg 
itho military occupation of the country, by our forces, 
fy et, of these Jaws are found defective, there can be no 
Bdoubt but that we havea perfect right to supply tbat 
deficiency by tntrodichig our own laws- But there 1 
much less possibility of doubt, as to our right so to do, m 
cases where there 18 no law of Mexico upon the subject. 
There 1s no law of Mexico authorizing the marriage of 
either Protestants, or aliens, consequently, wo adopt our 
Wewn, in reference to that subject; nor is there auy law

Neptune will uot account for the observed irregularities 
ın the motions of Uranus, that itis. “not the planet to 
which geometrical analyses had directed the telescope ,” 
and its discovery by Galle must be regarded as a happy
